New York. Jan. 9.— To arb itrate or 
take a strike vote w as the altern ativ e 
W ednesday 
confronting

T h rough th eir conference com m it­ 
tee th e m anagers of the railroads re­ 
jected W ednesday afternoon the fire­ 
m en's proposal to arbitrate, under th e 
E rdm an law, their dem ands for in ­ 
creased pay and o th er concessions.
